EATH 
JOHN HAY. 
End is Sudden at 
Newbury, N. H. 


Signs Immediately Preceding 
Taking-off Were of Pul- -- 
monary Embolism, 


Shortly After Midnight the 
Great Secretary of State 
Breathed His Last. 


Earlier Reports Had Pre- 
dicted Recovery—Sketch 
of His Life.

EWBURY (N. H.) July 1. 

—Secretary of State John 

Hay died at 12:20 o'clock 
this morning. The signs imme- 
diately preceding his death were 
those of pulmonary embolism. 
Mr. Hay's condition during all of 
Friday had been entirely satis- 
factory. The bulletin of Secre- 
tary Hay's death was signed by 
Charles I. Scudder, M. D., and 
Fred T. Murphy, M. D.

Mrs. Hay and Doctors Scudder and 
Murphy were at the Secretary's bed- 
side when the end came. The Secre- 
tary bade good night to his wife and 
to his attending physicians about 10 
o'clock last night, at the close of one 
of the best days he has had since his 
iliness. The local trouble was clear- 
ing up satisfactoriy, according to Dr. 
Scudder. The Secretary suffered none 
of the old pains in his chest which 
characterized his earlier iliness. He 
had been perfectly comfortable all day 
and happy in the anticipation of leav- 
ing bis bed for the greater freedom 
and comfort of a couch. At 11 g’clock 
he was sleeping quietly. 

A few minutes after 12 o'clock he 
called the nurse, who at once sum- 
moned Dr. Scudder. Both Dr. Scudder 
and Dr. Murphy hastened to the bed- 
side. The Secretary was breathing 
with difficulty, and expired almost im- 
mediately afterward at 12:25 o'clock. 


* Sketch of His Life. 

John Hay, author and diplomatist, 
was born at Salem, Ind., October 8, 
1838. His ancestors were Scottish, 
Graduating from Brown University in 
1858, he studied law at Springfield, 
III., and was admitted to the bar in 
1861, but never practiced. From 1861 
to 1865 he was at Washington as one 
of President Lincoln's secretaries, and 
was with him constantly, except for 
brief service in the army under Gens. 
Hunter and Gillmore, in which he at- 
tained the rank of major and the 
brevet of colonel. 

After President Lincoln's assassina- 
tion, Col. Hay was secretary of lega- 
tion at Paris, from 1865 to 1867, and at 
Madrid from 1869 to 1870, with an in- 
terval as chargé d'affairs at Vienna. 
From 1870 to 1875 he was connected 
with the New York “Tribune.” In 
1875 he settled at Cleveland, and be- 
came active in Republican politics, He 
was first assistant Secretary of State 
from 1879 to 1881, and president of 
the International Sanitary Congress in 
1881. 

In literature, he has shown ver- 
gatile and brilliant talents, and in one 
direction great and well-directed in- 
dustry. His “Castilian Days,” in 1871, 
though a work of high order, attracte! 
less attention than Pike County Bal 
lards and Other Pieces,” written the 
same year. His “Jim Biudso” and 
“Little Breeches” attained a notoriety 
excelled or paralleled only by Bret 
Harte’s California ballads; their 
coarseness, which called forth much 
reprobation, came from faithful de- 
lineation, with abundant dialect and 
local color, of the rude subjects se. 
lected. Col. Hay’s more serious and 
humorous verses show a genius no 
less refined than vigorous, An en- 
larged edition of his Poems ap- 
peared in 1890. 

A very striking and successful novel, 
“The Bread Winners,” published in 
1883, has generally been ascribed to 
him, but never acknowledged. The 
monumental life of Lincoln, in which 
he collaborated with John Nicolay, an- 
other of the martyred President's pri- 
vate secretaries, ran through the Cen- 
tury Magazine for several years, and 
it its enlarged form, published in 
7890, fills ten octavo volumes. No more 
momentous theme ever claimed the 
care of biographers, and few have 
been bandled more worthily. The au- 
thors had unique opportunity of abun- 


| dant information, and brought to their 


task trained facuities, admirable liter- 
ary skill, and the patient labor of 
years. Their book, which they justly 
call “a history” has been read, in 
one shape or other by almost every 
intelligent American, and will remain 


a work of high and permanent value.

OUS PLANS TO ROOSEVELT. 

Member of Commons Wants to 
Know What is Doing Against Time 
When British Interests Cease to be 
identical With Those of United 
States and Japan. 


[BY PHE ASSOCIATED PRBSS—A.M.) 

LONDON, June 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] During the discussion of the 
naval estimates in the House of Com- 
mons today Edmund Robertson, Lib- 
eral, former Civil Lerd of the Ad- 
miralty, asked for further information 
concerning. the new battleships. Mr. 
Prettyman, Secretary of the Admiralty, 
replied lengthily, claiming the highest 
efficiency for the navy under the new 
scheme.

INTHE 
KINGS COUNTRY. 


HAT portion of California .and ral 
＋ the San Joaquin Valley which is 

embraced within the limits of Tu- 
lare and Kings counties is far less 
generally known than it should be for 
its distinct merits. It is an extensive 
region—a great valley, ninety miles 
across in places. It will bear greater 
publicity, and deserves it, because the 
soll is fertile, the water abundant, the 
climate good though hot, and the pro-, 
ductions varied, plentiful and profit- 
able. The fervid airs are tempefed by 
cooling breezes, and it is abeve 
all a good “growing section.” Notable 
results have already been achieved in 
farming a territory which not many 
years since was only a cattle and 


time without the modern facilities of 
railroads and telegraphs. It was origi- 
nally almost entirely a treeless region, 
only an occasional oak or other native 
tree dotting the broad landscape. 

A wise cattleman, agriculturist and 
pioneer. of California once said that any 
country where trees will grow, birds 
thrive and water run may be depended 
upon as a hopeful country and a su- 
able place for the homes of civilized 
men. In the land of Tulare and Kings, 
where once trees were few and far be- 
tween, so much so that single trees 
stood out as landmarks known the 
country over, there now may be seen 
fine growths of transplanted trees, em- 
bracing the cottonwood, willow, birch, 
pine, Lombardy poplar, eucalypti, the 
grateful umbrella tree, and other va- 
rieties set out by the earlier settlers 
and brought to a stature highly cred- 
itable to those pioneers. — 

Nearly all the rivers, smaller streams 

and canals are lined with a superb tree 
growth, furnishing shade and protec- 
tion and beautifying the entire land- 
scape. The results in tree growing 
show how fertile is the land and bow 
it will preduce under irrigation and 
cultivation. 
Where once the vaquero 
sheepherder held the fort there now 
are seen cultivated farms, homes, vine- 
Yards, fruit orchards, abundant tree 
growth populous towns. Within the 
limits of. Kings county are Hanford, 
the county seat; Leemore, Armona ani 
smaller places. In Tulare is the old and 
well-known town of Vall, the county 
seat; Porterville (where the early or- 
anges come from,) Tulare City, Exe- 
ter and other places. All ef them are 
forging ahead, some more rapidly than 
others. | 

In the category above recited are not 
ireluded fruit trees, which grow and 
thrive. everywhere and produce abun- 
dently. The peach, the apricot and the 
plum have proved a pronounced suc- 
cess, bearing great crops of fine fruit, 
bringing satisfactory returns to the 
growers. The pear is perhaps not yet 
so much of a demonstrated success. 

The vine is at home in that region. 
As fine vineyards as can be seen on 
the footstool may be found in the

As soon as the public clearly under- 
Stands that in upping a waiter or any 
other servitor in a hotel, restaurant, 
Steamer, or Pullman car it is paying 
the money into the pocket of the -m- 
ployer, and not the servant, the prac- 
tice will, no doubt, come to an end. 
A little investigation by y hotel 
Suest or traveler will reveal that in 
nearly every case the hand held out 
for a tip receives little or nothing from 
the rich man or corporation in the 
background. 

A railroad corporation not jon 
added to the attractions of its 
by placing uniformed porters at its 
metropolitan stations who were to 
Carry packages for the passengers free 
of charge. It was ascertained that 
these porters were not paid a cent by 
the railroad company, and were ac 
tually required to furnish their own 
uniforms. Their sole in¢ome was to be 
tips extorted from the pubilc. Yet the 
railroad company widély advertised 
this corps of porters as evidence of its 
enterprise and desire to add to the 
public comfort. 

It is the regular custom for res 
taurant and hotel proprietors to hire 
Walters at starvation wages, on the 
understanding that there will be plen- 
ty of tips.” The waiter is lucky if he 
can pocket the tips. In many instances 
he is closely watched, and must divide 
the tips with the chef, the silver 
cleaner, the head waiter, if not the pro- 
prietor himseif.—{Washington Post. 


Better Pay for Diplomats. 


lt is far from being accepted by the 
public generally that the country’s 
real interests are best served abroad 
by very rich men. As circumstances 
now stand only the wealthy agpiranis 
for the diplomatic honors can con-

The tragic denouement was reported

among the very few who knew of it.

| Every strenuous effort has been made 
tc keep her confession a secret and to 
hide her name. 
This young woman has led a strange 
double careet—teaching little children 
assigned to her care how to lead hon- 
vrable and patriotic lives; herself a 
thief and forger. 
She has borne a high reputation in 
the schools here until last fall she be- 
came involved in a scandal wherein she 
seemed to have forged the name of an- 
other teacher. 
Although she was formally acquitted 
of the charge, the circumstances point- 
ed so strongly to her guilt that sus- 
picion turned quickly to her when it 
became known that some teacher of 
the Fremont-avenue school must be 
stealing money from the others. 
A fact leading to the detection of Miss 
Butler was that the epidemic of small 
thieveries began in the school shortly 
after she was assigned there at ‘the 
beginning of the last February term. 
Her assignment was a direct result 
of the charge of forgery, the board 
taking the peculiar theory that as she 
had only. quarreled with the teacher 
whose name she had forged, the obvious 
remedy was to separate the two. 
Shortiy after she took up her work ir 
the Fremont school, teachers begar 
unaccountably losing money from their 
desks and from the cloakrooms. The 
curious feature of it was that the pec- 
ulations occurred during hours and un- 
der circumstances that absolutely made 
it impossible to suspect the pupils. 
After janitors and children and ev- 
ery other possible person had been 
suspected, the teachers began to look 
askance at each other and most glances 
were cast at Miss Butler. ; 
For Miss Butler's part, however, she 
seemed to, lose as much if not more 
than the rest by the thievings. Her 
complaints were as loud as any. |

“The autocratic stands forth simply 
as an exomple of that stern declaration 
that might makes right, and it stands 
as a token of the fact that mere force 
has made a place for it as a ruling 
power.

“But the democratic form, even as 
we have it today, is a fulfillment of the 
old biblical statement that ‘Nobles shall 
arise among their own selves and a 
governor shall be chosen of their own 
people.“ In America this is, indeed, 
true, for every man is a sovereign here.

Mrs. Van Allen says that her husband 
gave her chloral once and had mor- 
phine injected into the arm of their 
four-year-old child. “He tried to get 
me put away in an insane asylum once, 
too,” she said. “He gave me the 
chloral when I was sick, hoping te 
make me crazy. It's a wonder that I'm 
not. He'll never rest until he kills me, 
for he has practically told me so. I 
found out something about him and 
he’s afraid of me, and wants to get 
me out of the way.” 

She has to support herself and her 
three children. She earns $7 a week as 
a chorus girl at the Casino Theater and 
a few dollars at odd times by trim- 
ming hats.

UNHAPPY WIFE COLLAPSES IN A 
DIVORCE COURT. 
Ten Years Married, Mrs. A. L. Lim- 
brock Seeke a Decree—Nearly All 
Her Property Now in the Hands of 
Others—Alleges Non-support, Al- 
though Husband Earns Good Salary. 


The tension while on the witness 
stand proved too much for Mrs. Annie 
I. Limbrock and she had to be carried 
out of Judge Bordwell’s court into the 
Fainting and hysterical 
she gave way under the pressure of her 
examination in her contested divorce 
suit, but in a short time recovered 
sufficiently to go home.

At three minutes to 4 o’clock yester- 

day morning Jacobs climbed into his 
eighteen-horse-power Rambler car at 
The Times building. His three com- 
panions had already donned their auto 
coats and were waiting for the start. 
The morning was foggy and the streets 
wet and the men knew they had a 
hard ride before them. 

Just at 4 o'clock, Jacobs gave the 
word and as the first chug, chug, chug 
of his gasoline engine sounded, he was 
given the following letter, which he 
promised to deliver in San Francisco 
today: 

LOS ANGELES Cal.) June 1905. 

Mr E. 8. Simpson. City Editor the Chron- 
ele, San Francisco. Cal.—Dear sir: In an ef- 
fort to break the automobile record between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, Mr. Fred A. 
Jacobs leaves the Times building at this hour 
(4 a. m in a Rambler car, and this letter, in 
which The Times presents its conpliments to 
the Chronicle, is to him just as he 


starts his machine. He will endeavor to make 
es trip in thirty-six hours.

Homer Thalman of Santa Barbara 
was at the wheel. He knows every 
inch of the road between here and 
Santa Maria, and the plan was for him 
to drive until it was light enough to 
see the, road plainly and then he was 
to give way to either William Fageol 
or Ed Matthews, both expert machin- 
ists from San Francisco, or to Jacobs 
himself. 

Slowly the trim machine climbed the 
North Broadway hill, the street in 


— 


i front of it being muminated 100 yards 


ahead by its three powerful search- 
lights. It gathered speed at every rev- 
olution of the wheels and the last seen 
of it by the two score of persons who 
witnessed the start. it plunged into 
the Broadway tunnel. The route fol- 
lowed was along Sunset boulevard and 
Cahuenga Pass across the mountains 
toward Ventura. 

That metropolis of the famous bean. 
county was reached before 9 o'clock 
yesterday miorning, but no stop was 
made there.. The way from Ventura 
to Santa Barbara is hilly, but at 10:30 
o'clock the car rolled into Santa Bar- 
bara, exactly two hours ahead of the 
echedule which Jacobs had started to 
follow. 

To the automobilists and others who 
had assembled to greet him Jacobs re- 
ported a pleasant trip from Los Ange- 
les. There were no unnecessary delays 
and reads were in excellent condition. 
He was very careful for the safety of 
other rigs on the road, and stopped his 
machine three times in order not to 
frighten horses, and twice got out 
and led horses around the automobile 
before continuing. 

The party stopped in Santa Barbara 
only long enough to snatch a light 
lunch, examine their machine and re- 
plenish what was found to be needed, 
and then they started on what is 
known to be one of the most difficult 
parts of the journey, the trip over the 
Gaviota Pass. Between Santa Barbara 
and Santa Maria nothing was heard 
from them, but at 7 o'clock last night 
a telegram was received from Santa 
Maria announcing their arrival there 
at 6 o'clock, two and one-half hours 
ahead of schedule, and 203 miles from 
Los Angeles. 

From Santa Maria the party plunged 
into a district where the roads lie at 
good distances from the railroad and 
where the telegraph offices are closed 
before sundown. It was therefore im- 
possible for them to seind out bulletins. 


Jacobs had announced that in the 
event of a serious breakdown, he 
would send one of his men to the 


nearest point of communication with 
Los Angeles and notify this city. The 
absence of any such message late last 
night indicates that he is still speed- 
ing along through the mountains to 
the north of San Luis Obispo and that 
sunrise this morning will see him far 
down the valley drained by the Salinas 
River. 

A message from San Luis Obispo at 
1:20 o'clock this morning stated that 
Jacobs and party were three and three- 
quarters hours ahead of their schedule 
when they left that place. At this 
rate they should reach Salinas, 304 
miles from Los Angeles, shortly after 6 
o'clock this morning. Their San Fran- 
cisco friends who are watching the re- 
turns expect them to reach that city 
by noon today.

Two Weeks on the Road in His 
Reo Car, Traveling by Easy Stages 
and Establishing His Agencies.

Record-breaking chases down the 
coast have been so much the rage of 
late that automobilists have almost 
forgotten the possibilities of the inland 
route for the touring car.

HE RED FLAG AT ODESSA. 

Fearful scenes are being enacied 
at Odessa, the most important com- 
mercial port in Southern Russia, The 
smoking ruing of wharves, ships, 
warehouses and valuable stores, attest 
the spirit of revolt which has ineited 
tue populace to barricade the streets, 
and for some hours to successfully 
defy both civil and military author- 
ities. The immediate ineiting cause 
seems to have been the seizure by a 
mutinous crew of the powerful battle 
ship Kuiaz Potemkine, the pride of 
It was moored 
in the harbor of Odessa, and its guns 
were trained upon that - unfortified 
city to protect the insurgents while 


they ravaged the town and made tle 


day higtoric in ‘the annals of Russia 
and Kurape. 

Odessa is the most modern and en- 
terprising city in the empire. Its rapid 
growth and commercial and industrial 
development during the past half cen. 
tury is comparable with that of some 
of our phenomenal American cities. 
It added upwards of 100,000 to its pop. 
ulatiop during the last decade, and 
now numbers nearly half a million 
people. 

It is situated midway between and 
Pat far from the mouths of the Dan- 
ube on the west and the broad e jtuary 
of the Dnieper on the east--two of 
the largest rivers of Europe, and each 
navigable for more than 1000 miles. 
it is the port of the largest wheat 
producing area between the Baltic and 
Black Seas, and also of an extensive 
beet sugar region. It is the terminal 
focus of a fan-like system of railways 
extending northeasterly into Centra: 
Russia, whence it derives its raw ma- 
terials. and northwesterly to the var; 
ous capitals of Europe, whither ? 
sends its manufactured products. 

It is also famous for its university 
and other educational institutions, for 
a vigorous and inuependent press, for 
its flour, sugar, iron and other indus- 
tries having a world market. Its ap- 
nual exports exceed $50,000,000.

turn’the lurid eonflagrations in the lat- 
ter city have hastened the fierce up- 
heaval at the. Baltie ports of Liban 
and Kronstadt. It ig noteworthy that 
the four cities named are each near 
the western frontier of Russia, and in 
close touch with other European coun- 
tries from which they have imbibed 
their spirit of freedom. 

To an observer from without, the 
political condition of the Russian peo- 
ple seems verging on revolution. The 
foment appears to be general, the dis- 


content. deep-seated, the enemies of 


the present rulers organized, the spirit 


of the masses self-sacrificing, and the 


hatred of the bureaucray bitter. Un- 
less the desire for a wider liberty, for 
better conditions, and for needed re- 
forms shall be met, t is doubtful if 


this smoldering sentiment can be sup-, 


pressed, or if it will not break forth 


again and again with redoubled fury 


and sti greater carnage. 


OOMS AND BOOMERANGS. 

Eighteen years 
great real estate boom in Los Angeles 
and Southern California had about 
reached its climax. From October, 
1886, to May, 1887, the monthly real 
estate sales had been steadily rising 
from $2,215,600 to $8,163,327. In June 


of the latter year they amounted to 


$11,500,000; in July to $12,000,000; in 
August to $11,500,000—a total of $35,- 
067,850 in three months, and these in 
what had always been the dullest 


months of the year, with very few 


visitors within our gates. This was 
the culmination of the boom. It had 
been driven to death. Everyone was 
loaded up with property and was a 
seller—at 33 1-3 per cent. profit, or 
just double what he had paid op con- 
tract. When there are nineteen sellers 
to one buyer, the result cannot long 
remain in doubt, whether the com- 
modity be wheat, or mining stocks or 
real estate. Tile big crowd of anx- 
ious and enthusiastic investors who 
had been expected to arrive from the 
East in the winter of that year; failed 
to materialize, and those who did come 
were critical in regard to offerings of 


bargains in the hundreds of new su- 


divisions. 

At present there are few danger 
signs upon the real estate hdfizon It 
is true that there is at present a slight 
pause in the demand for property, 
but that is rather a good than a bad 
sign. Then, again, the vast amount 
of building that is going n acts as 
a safety valve, for every lot occu- 
pied as a home takes an unimproved 
lot out of the market and makes room 
far another.. 

There are, however, indications of 
unwarranted expansion that demand 


a word of caution. Around the busi- 
ness center prices of real estate have 
been ‘forced up to n point that neces- 
silates excessively high rents, the re- 


sult of which will undoubtedly be to 
force business. ever into adjacent 
streets, where property ts cheaper. 


Along the seacoast real estate busi- 


ness is rushing at a rate that makes 
the sober citizen's head swim. Long 
before there was any boom in beach 
property, The Times, in its real estate 
department, frequently called atten- 
tion to the fact tbat, in some respects, 
ocean frontage ig Southern California 
is the most valuable of all kind; of 
property, for the reason that, while 
the business section and the residence 
section may be extended almast in 
definitely-—especiaily in these days of 
rapid and frequent trolley cars—there 
are only just so many feet of ocean 


more. This does net, however, mean 


that we can subdivide and place on 


the market the entire ocean frontage 
of Los Angeles county, not to speak 
of outlying counties, from San Diego 
to San Luis Obispo, within a couple 
of years, or that we can regard as 
ocean frontage lots lying a mile or 
more back from the waves of the 
Pacific. 

The laying out of a large number 
of small suburban residence lots may 
also be easily overdone. People who 
are tempted by excessively. easy 
modes of payment to buy a twenty- 
five or forty foot lot at half an hour's 
journey from town will frequently be 
led to think that they made a mistake 
in not paying a little more for a lot 
within fifteen minutes’. ride of the 
business center. The time will come 
when these outlying subdivisions will 
be valuable, but it will be some years 
in the tuture, and there is still a vast 
amount of territory to be built up 
within the city limits of Los Angelea, 
on the north, northwest and east. 

Again, the contract system of buy- 
ing lots, that was the rule during. the 
boom of eighteen years ago, is be- 
coming rather more common than is 
desirable. Purchasers who buy on 
these contract; should remember thai 
if, through sickness, or loss of em- 
ployment, or any other cause, they 


fail to keep up their payments, they 
have absolutely no claim upon the 
property, and depend entirely upon 
the conscience and generosity of the 
seller. 

None of these features are necessar- 


ily frauds.. They Are only weak points 
in the real estate. situattoh. On the 
other hand, some features have re. 
centiy cropped up which are abso. 
lutely fraudulent. For, instance, toward 
the end of the boom of 1887 a tract 
was laid out in the wash of the San 
Gabriel River, a dry bed of boulders 
during the greater part of the year

One piece 
of land may be worth less than 323 
an acre, while another, separated only 
by a ditch, is worth $250 an acre. 
Also, in buying productive country 
property, it is far better for an east- 
erner to first rent a place for a year, 


through a trusted agent.

The time so spent will not 
be time lost, but time—and money— 
gained. Finally, 
true basis of value of real estate is, 
and must always be, the amount upon

erty to gratify’ a personal desire or 


whim, just as you would pay what 
aplears to be an excessive price for 
a work of art, or a curio, or a rare 
bock.

We have another six months in the 
Old Testament ahd we Se where 
‘we left off, with’ the fall of the north- 
ern kingdom, usuelly called Israel, 
with capital ait Samaria. That was . 
C. 722. Shalamnezar, “King of Assyria, 
whose capital was Ninevah, captured 
‘Samaria and carried away many of the 
People inte captivity. A great many 
Jews were left dehind. Some of them 
went down into Judah, and became as- 
‘Similated with the southern kingdom. 
Most of them became mingled with 
the heathen tribes, which the King of 
\Aseyria brought from the east and 
‘planted on their soil. That mongrel 
race, with a mongrel religion, made up 
of the Jewish and heathen religions 
‘combined, bécame the Samaritans of 
‘later times. 

Hezekiah was King of Judah at that 
time, and in our lesson today he is 
still King. He was one of the three 
perfect kings, according to the Jewish 
estimate—David, Hezekiah and Josiah. 
In 711 B. C., Sargon, King of Assyria, 
‘subdued the Philistines, and his. son, 
Sennacherib, subjugated Judah © — 
Jérusaiem the next year. Though Hez- 
ekiah submitted and paid tribute, he 
fajied to keep his word, and made a 
league With Egypt, contrary to the ad- 
Vice of the great prophet, Isaiah. 
Now, Sennacherib, Sargon's successor, 
has come to punish him. He has de- 
feated Sidon, overcome the armies of 
Egypt sent out against him, captured 
forty-six cities of Judah and is rapidly 
approaching Jerusalem. Hezekiah sends 
him gifts of money equal to 6.000. 00 
im its purchasing power. The King ac- 
cepts the gift, and then decides that 
he must not go back home leaving Je- 
Tusalem in a postion to lead another re-

CRIPPLE CREEK'S ORES. 
“Speaking of Cripple Creek and its 


} relations with Denver as compared with 


those of Searchlight with Los Angeles, 
there fs a wide-spread idea that Crip- 
ple Creek is a producer of immensely 
high-grade ore,“ 
“As @ matter of fact, in 1892, when I 
Was there, the average was $32 a ton, 
im 1896 it was about $30, and in 1897 it 
was down to $28. I will venture the 
guess that it is now below $20. It is 
not the phenomenally high-grade ores 
that make a great camp and build up 
big cities from which its supplies come. 
It is the enormous bodies of low-grade 
ore that require big forces of men and 
tons of modern machinery that build 

t towns and districts. The won- 


derfully rich ores are easily taken out 


with but a few men, and they do not 
benefit a community like the great 
bod of lower de ore. 

10 Angeles should become the min- 
ing center of the great Southwest. It 
is the logical point. True, the absence 
of smelting facilities is at present a 
big disadvantage that tends to send 
some business to SSalt Lake and other 
points, but I believe it will not be long 
before the demand for a smelter will 
bring one here. San Pedro, I should 
say, would be the place for it.

MINES IN TOWN’S STREETS. 

Recent developments have left the 
town of Searchlight in a queer predica- 
ment. Gold has been found right in 
the heart of this metropolis of South- 
ern Lincoln county and a company 
composed of J. M. 
les and his associates, 
Mr. Gahagan, has prepared to ‘aig in 
the streets and extract the precious 
metals from beneath the feet of the 
citizens. These enterprising miners 
have purchased the mineral rights of 
the Townsite Company, the residents 
in general have acquired surface rights 
only, and they are expected to beg'n 
active operations within a few days. 

That ore exists right in the town 
is shown by the development of the 
beginning of a mine in the cellar under 
the saloon and restaurant of one 
Charles Vanina, who dispenses food to 
the hungry and drink to the thristy 
Searchlighters over as pretty a streak 
of ore as ever delighted the heart of 
a prospector.

BIG SHIPMENT OF MACHINERY. 

George Myers, president of the 
Searchlight Mining Company of this 
city, has jurt pec from here an 
enormous consignment of machine 
for the operation of his mines. There 
are six hoists, a five-stamp mill, and 
the accompanying aparatus necessary 
to make a complete outfit, together 
with materials for building. pur- 
chase probably covers more than $20,000, 
everything being bought in Los Ange- 
jles—a slight foretaste of what the city 
may expect when the development of 
the mines is further advanced. 


LAUNDRY RY STRIKE? 


Threat by Union . in Few Re- 
maining Closed Shops That 
They'll Walk Out Today. 


Failing to secure a promise of ten 
hours’ pay for nine hours’ work, it was 
reported last night that members of 
Raundry Workers’ Union No. 52 would 
strike this morning at the few fmun- 
dries in Los Angeles that have sub- 
mitted to union dictation by enforcing 
the “closed shop rule. 

Proprietors of the concerns that 
would be affected professed to be in 
the dark as to the intentions of their 
employés, but said they were prepared 
for any continge 

It was hinted, that if the strike came, 
it would be a fight to the death against 
union dictation, and that the employers 
would shake off the yoke that has 
galled them, dy taking the “open 
shop” stand aiong with the majority of 
the principal laundry owners in the 
city. . 

One of the strange features of the 
threatened strike is that it would af- 
fect the New Method Laundry, in 
which the odoriferous walking delegate, 
“Jim” Gray, once was a director, and 
which for a time was looked upon as a 
haven by the union element, as a con- 
cern where the maximum of pay could 
be obtained for the minimum of work. 

Should the strike be called, it would 
not affect the great majority of Los 
Angeles laundries, as none of these 
has enough union employés to cut any 
figure in any sort of trouble. 

‘Managers of the laundries that are 
threatened, principally the New Meth- 
od, the American and the Sanitary, 
say they have received no intimation 
as to the intent of their employés. 
They all declare, however, that a strike 
would not affect their business to any 
extent. 

The demand has been made by the 
union element for a nine-hour 
without any reduction in wages. This 
the employers declare they will not 
grant. 

There were rumors that the “open 
shop” laundries in the city would go to 
the assistance of their competitors in the 
event of trouble, and that the threat- 
ened walkout would be the last gasp 
of the dictatorial element that has rule 
or ruin as its policy.

SANTA MONICA, June 30.—At a 
lively meeting of the Board of Trade 
last night the boundary lines for the 
proposed annexation of Irwin Heights 
were decided upon and petitions are 
now in cirevlation asking the calling 
of the long-deferred election. The 
proposed extension will extend south 
to Marine street, east to Twenty-sev- 
enth, and north to Montana, excluding 
the Southern Pacific's 
The board renewed its request, so often

BUY FOR SUBDIVISION. 

One of perhaps the most significant 
real estate deals in the history of the 
Santa Monica Bay section was con- 
summated today when The Palisades 
Investment Company purchased from 
the Alta-Santa Monica Company the 
fifty-acre tract extending from the 
ocean to Seventh street on the east, 
and from ntana avenue to Santa 
Monica Cafién on the north. 

This is a part of the old original 
San Vicente ranch, and is perhaps the 
most desirable acreage anywhere in the 
vicinity of this bay. It embraces the 
high mesa overlooking the sea, and is 
to be converted into high-class resi- 
dence property. The purchasers will 
at once spend $25,000 in the permanent 
improvement: of the property. The 
streets are io be macadamized and oiled 
and concrete sidewalks and curbs will 
be laid, and water, gas, sewers and 
electricity will be put in, while orna- 
mental trees and flowering shrubs wii 
be planted on all of the streets. 

Facing the ocean a park is to be 
created, and there will also be a park 
at Seventh street. The Los Angeles- 
Pacific Has been given a right of way 
on Fourth street, and will thus be en- 
abled to connect with the line now 
building westward down San Vicente 
Boulevard from Sawtelle and the Sol- 
diers’ Home. Two other boulevatds 
will cross the tract from east to west. 
All lots il be large and the building 
restrictions will range from on 
the east to $5000 on the west. The 
scheme contemplates the construction 
of a private bath-house on the sand 
near the point where the new ap- 
proaches to the beach terminate.
